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ACCESS  GUIDE 


This  brochure  is  designed  to  enable  those  persons  with 
developmental  disabilities,  the  physically  handicapped,  senior  citizens 
and  any  other-persons  needing  special  assistance  to  be  aware  of 
accessible  facilities  available  throughout  North  Carolina. 

The  information  is  divided  into  four  sections: 

1 ) State  Park  Areas  - in  this  section,  each  area  is  described  as 
accessible  or  inaccessible  according  to  United  States 
Department  of  Interior  Standards 

2)  State  Forest  Areas  - in  this  section  only  the  accessible  areas  are 
listed 

3)  Municipal  Areas  - in  this  section,  cities  are  listed  alphabetically, 
listing  only  the  accessible  areas  and  facilities. 

4)  County  Areas  - in  this  section,  counties  are  listed  alphabetically, 
listing  only  the  accessible  areas  and  facilities. 


Funding:  This  brochure  was  funded  through  monie  received  from  the  North 

Carolina  Governor's  Advocacy  Council  for  persons  with  disabilities 
( GACPD ),  The  North  Carolina  Recreation  and  Park  Society 
(NCRPS),  and  The  North  Carolina  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  and  Community  Development  - Division  of  Parks  and 
Recreation. 
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This  brochure  is  designed  to  guide  North  Carolina  citizens  to  accessible  parks 
and  recreation  areas.  The  information  given  is  a listing  of  accessible  facilities,  not 
inclusive  of  all  areas  and  facilities  offered  by  the  towns  and  counties  in  North 
Carolina.  For  simplification,  the  information  in  this  brochure  will  be  listed  as 
accessible  in  compliance  with  the  following  standards: 


Parking

are  located  on  level  sites  adjacent  to  or  connected  to  accessible 
walkway,  a clear  space  between  the  ground  and  bottom  edge  of  the 
table  of  at  least  30  inches,  a clear  lateral  space  of  34"  beneath  the 
table,  at  least  one  end  has  an  extension,  18  to  25  inches 

at  least  one  system  is  accessible  with  the  following  features:

• soft  material  surfaces  are  provided  (sand,  pea  grovel,  wood 
mulch) 

• at  least  one  of  the  following  swings  are  provided  1 ) lever  action 
2)  porch  type  3)  tire 

• game  areas  have  firm  level  paths  or  ramps  with  a slope  no  greater 
than  1:12 

• at  least  one  is  accessible  with  the  following  features 

• raised  coping  of  at  least  1'7"  above  deck  with  grab  bars 

• 36"  wide  ramp  with  accessible  handrails  and  slope 

• hydraulic  lift  pads

• there  are  seats  provided  for  individuals  using  crutches  or  walkers

of  access 

• all  signs  are  free  of  obstruction 

• lettering,  directional  arrows  and  graphic  symbols  are  large  and 
bold  enough  to  be  read  clearly  and  easily  with  contrasting  colors;

Twenty  eight  (28)  lots  - all  accessible  to  persons  in  wheelchairs 
and  within  150  feet  of  functioning  areas.  There  are  no  spaces 
identified  as  reserved  for  the  handicapped. 

Most  of  the  spaces  are  not  paved,  but  level  enough  for 
wheelchairs.

HENDERSON  POINT

chairs. 

Comments:  Persons  in  wheelchairs  could  enter  building  through  driving  to 

al  level  point  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  This  facility  is  fairly 
new  and  accommodating  for  everyone. 

SATTERWHITE  POINT 

Primary  entrances  are  accessible.  All  interior  elements  are 
accessible  *except  restrooms.  Parking  spaces  are  accessible 
but  not  designated.  Pathway  leading  to  building  is  accessible. 
Comments:  *Restrooms  entrance  25"  opening.  Stalls  23"  opening;  water 

closets  15"  from  floor  to  top  of  seat;  no  grab  bars.
